range 5 w4; Arm Lake itn township 
48, range 5w4. 


No person in angling or trolling 
shall use a gang of hooks, nor shall 
more than three Hooks be used upon 
any line; and such hooks shall be a 
sufficient distance apart to prevent a 
fish from being hooked on more than 
one hook at the same time. 

The use of fish eggs or roe, or the 
use of any bait containing fish eggs 
or roe for attracting or c»tching fish 
is prohibited, and the trapping or 
snaring of fish is prohibited, 

No fishing is permissible at any 
time in waters in the province which 
waters are set apart for the natural 
or artificial propagation of fish. 

These new regulations should prove 
valuable in the local lakes above men 
tioned, and will no doubt stop the 
absolute “bleeding”! of these waters 
which has occurred in the past; while 
still leaving plenty of catch to the 
true sporteman ; for pastime: 


Restrictions Now 
~ On Paperboard 


OTTAWA, - The Prices Board an- 
nounced Wednesday night restric- 
tions ranging from five to 40 per 
cent in the quantity of paperboard 
which may be used in making certain | 
articles, packages and converted 
paper products, and the elimination 
of more’ than 40 other itenis. 

Use of paperboard is prohibited 
for the production of packaging of 
such items as paper napkins, towels 
and doilies, decorative wrapping and 
crepe paper, individual servings of 
cereal products and individual paper 
board containers. for all 
clothing except footwear. 

Paperboard for making or pack- 
aging games and toys (other thgn 
playing cards), lamp shades and re- 
flectors and novelties such ag horns, 
Christmas crackers, hats, table de- 
corations and fireworks has been 
cut to 60 per cent of 1842 purchases, 


Federal Check-ups 
On Coupon Books 


Federal officials plan to make 
check-ups on the gasoline coupon 
books to ensure that the motorist’s 
license number is written on each 
coupon, according to information re- 
ceived by the Alberta Motor As- 
sociation. 

Recéntly, officials at Vancouver 
seized many of these books when the 
motorists drove in to filling stations 
to get fuel supplies. The books were 
taken to’ the enforcement officer’s 
headquarters and motorists had to go 
and write their license mumber on 
each coupon in the presence of an of- 
ficial before the books were returned 
to the owners. 

Federal officials say the new re- 
gulations is a protection for motor- 
ists in case of the loss of books, as 
it prevents unauthorized persons 
from using tpe coupons. Also, it is 
a deterrent to “black market” opera- 
tions, 

The A.M.A. urges motorists to see 
that their license namber is w:itten 
on each coupon, as required by the 
federal regulation.

Anti-VD Campaign 
Will Start May 29 


An all-out campaign, to inform the 
people of Alberta about the menace 
of venereal disease to the national 
welfare, will be launched on May 29 
by the Junior Chambers of Commerce 
In co-operation with the Provincial 
Department of Public Health and the 
Health League of Canada.

In three-and-a-half 
years of war 35,000 venereal-disease 
casualties occurred among members 
of the armed services while still in 
Canada. It was estimated, recentiy, 
that this iliness had cost Canada 
697,259 training days, which were 
spent in military hospitals. The cost 
in treatment and training time came 
to almost $8,000,000. 

' It ig cause for some satisfaction 
that the rate of venereal disease 
among the armed forces was com- 
paratively low in Alberta during 
1942 and 1943. This province had the 
gecond-lowest rate in Canada. This 
does not mean, however, that vener- 
eal disease is not still a serious pro- 
blem here, and the coming education- 
al campaign of the Junior Chambers 
of Commerce, with the support of 
the Provincial Department of Public 
Health, should indicate that the 
health authorities are not content to 
sit back and rest on their laurels. 


It cannot be emphasized too stroug 
ly that the men and women of the 
eorvices do not contract venereal in- 
fection in their training camps or

The 1944 amendments to the Dairy 
mens’ Act make it compulsory for all 
milk and cream purchased by pro- 
cessing plants and dairies to be test- 
ed by the Babcock test and paid for 
on a butterfat basis. Any dairy dis- 
tributing milk or cream from five or 
more herds must now comply with 
the Act, states D. H. McCallum, 
Dairy Commissioner. 

Regulations setting forth the cream 
grade standards make provision for 
the colouring and returning to the 
producer, at his expense, cream con- 
taining any unsanitary or foreign 
substance, 

Grade abbreviations to be used on 
the daily creamery records and 


patrons statements are as follows: 


“sp” for special grade, 
“X” for first grade, 

“2” for second grade, and 
“O.G.” for off grade.

An appéal has. been made to farm- 
ers and others working with horses 
to collect as much horsehair as pos- 
sible by saving combings from mane 
and tail and gell the hair promptly to 
dealers. Horsehair is urgently need- 
ed for Canada’s war production, The 


"hair is employed for many purposes, 


for example, to strengthen. shock 
pads and cushions in army tanks and 
aeroplanes, and in the manufacture 
of mattresses for the navy. It is used 
to make brushes of all kinds—-brush- 
es for cleaning guns, special brushes 
for army, navy, and air force, and 
for industrial brushes in war plants. 
If sufficient Canadian horsehair is 
not\collected during the year to meet 
war and industrial demands, dressed 
horsehair will have to be imported

To Protect your Investment 

Bugs or disease, in a few . hours, 
ean destroy’ the work of weeks, and 
so experts advise all ganderfers to be 
on the look-out for pest datnage of 
any kind and to keep some defensive 
material on hand. Best protection, of 
course, is a healthy garden, one Liat 
is well cultivated, free of weeds and 
growing fast. Cultivation alone will 
do wonders and in poor soil it w.ll 
not do any harm to, add a little com- 
mercial fertilizer Just to speed things 
along. The healthy growth resulting 
will withstand most attacks, but not 
always. Sometimes there is a combin- 
ation of unusually unfavorable weath 
er, hot and full of moistu're.’ This 
breeds fungus diseage, the kind that 
rusts hollyhocks and mildews roses 
and makes black spots on beans. 
Fine powdered sulphur will check the 
first two but ig not advisable for the 
beans. The best guard against that 
is healthy seed in the first place, 
then keep out of the bean patch when 
vines are damp. Healthy seed will 
also help to guard against. rot in 
potatoes and other vegetables, For 
most bugs, a good commercial spray 
or dust, easily applied with a cheap 
sprayer outfit or' shaken on from a 
porous bag, will soon bring’ things 
under control. The important thing, 
agree those that know, is to get the 
counter measures started at the first 
sign of trouble. 


Tall, Spindly Plants are Feeble ; 
The average beginner in buying 
bedding or started plants invariably 
picks out the tallest box. This‘is often 
a mistake. If cabbage, tomatoes, pet- 
unias, zinnias or whatever one is buy 
ing are crowded together in the box, 
or forced along too quickly in the 
greenhouse, the plants are tall and 
spindly and when set out in perman- 
ent quarters are not likely to do near 
ly as well as bushy, stocky chaps 
which have been grown slowly and 
have been hardened off thoroughly 
from the greenhouse. The good nurs-- 
erymen or seedsmen do bring 
plants right out of the heated green- 
house and offer them for sale. First 
they will gradually adapt them to 
cooler and mort rigorous outdoor 
temperatures by hardening plants in 
a cold frame. 
Melons, Squash and Cucumbers 

In very small gardens where space 
is extremely limited these things can 
be grown along'the row of corn or at 
the edge of the garden where they 
wil] trail over the fence, path or per- 
haps the plot of the next door neigh- 
bor. But for the best results, cucum- 
bers, squash and melons should be 
planted“in specially prepared hills. 
These plants like hot weather, are 
very much afraid of frost and cold, 
wet feet. ‘ 

Hills are simply loose goil built up 
in mounds two or three feet across 
and about six inches high. Into these 
should be worked ‘some well-rotted 
manure or black mulch. This, keeps 
the soi] open so that the soft, fibrous 
roots can penetrate easily and the 
darkish eolor of the muck or well- 
rotted manure absorbs the heat of 
the sun which these plants love. 

Experts advise planting about five 
seeds in holes about an inch deep, 
and gix to ten inches apart on the 
little mounds mentioned. Later when 


not 


plants develop, in about two weeks} 


time actually, thin to about three 
plants to each group. Keep weeds 
cleared away, watch out for bugs, 
and to encourage early fruiting nip 
off end of vines when half a dozen 
melons or a dozen or so squash or 
cucumbers are on the way. If the 
ground is very wet it is a good plan 
to put a litlte straw under. the melons 
or squash to keep from rotting.

What Insects Are Most

ey are harmful if they suck sap 
from the tissues. The plant needs 
all its substance and éan spare 
none for sypport of insects.. In 
various sections of the country 
various pests are found. Some in- 
sects such as aphids are almost uni- 
versal, however, and are found on 
almost all types of vegetation. 
Watch for the little green plant 
lice (aphis): and attack them at 
once when they appear. They look 
harmless but can do great damage 
if allowed to multiply,

The Journal states that “appar- 
ently, progress in the production. has 
been more rapid than was anticipat- 
ed.” é 

“Research on penicillin is being con 
tinued in the Banting Institute under 
auspices of the National Research 
Council. Part of the limited quantity 
of penicillin produced weekly is sent 
to the Joint Services Penicillin Com- 
mittee and part to Montreal and Tor- 
onto for clinical investigation of its 
effects. i 

“After meeting these demands the 
remaining penicillin is distributed 
for civilian use in the treatment of 
proved cases of staphylococcal sep- 
ticemia and staphylococcal and pneu- 
mococeal meningitis,” the Journal re 
ports. :
